DKAR  SIR:

It  upjicarN  to  lie  nnivcrsaliy 
ailniittrd  tliat  sinnc  clianKcsarc  al)solnti'ly  csHen- 
tial  to  restore  iiroHpcrity  totlic  farming  connnnnlty 
of  Cainida.  Tlin  object  of  tin'  Convention  iH  avow- 
edly   to   dlsi  iiss,   and    if   possible  dimover,  what

Pears  were 
eMiertained  tliat  by  some  inJndicioiiH  seizure  in  the

dition, results  most  disastrous;  for,  if  the  fariiiec 
cannot  iirosper  in  (.'anada,  there  is  no  hope  for 
C'anada.  Tlie  wiiole  supeislrni'ture  of  her  cnui- 
iiierce,  and  her  nianiifactures  rest,  upon  his  al>ilitv 
to  consume  and  pay.  It'  thU  abllit.v  Is  restricted,  11 
It  steadily  decliie  s  ratlier  than  iniprox'cs,  it  Is  time 
for  biriners  to  assemble  In  cunventlon  tti  liii|iilre 
for  remedies.  It  is  time  for  some  other  remedy  to 
he  diseoveri'd  than  that  ot  borrowing  money,  or 
that  which  results  iroai  increased  taxation.  'I'lie 
peifection  of  tlM  uiachineiy  fur  lending  iiiouev  In 
(.'anad-i  is  tlie  boast  of  seine  of  her  shrewdest  busi- 
ness men.  anil  yet  to  some  it  is  tint  saddc-t  eoni- 
nii  ntaty  on  lier  condition.  It  Is  true  tli.it  in  the 
nse  of  CI  pita  I  on  reasonable  terms,  great  ad  van  (ages 
are  to  be  giiiiied,  but  is  not  the  limit  dangerously 
near  where  di-aster  lurks  in  ttie  loan  '.    When  pros-

On 
the  contrary,  thisadjiistmenl  only  opens  It  up,  and 
in  a  manner  that  frees  It  from  the  only  serious 
source  of  complication,  so  that  wlili  all  the  con- 
dliiiiiis  laverabie,  already  referred  lo  as  oxisling  in 
this  I'iiiinliy,  it  seems  not   Improbable,  now  that 

piildic  attention  has  I n  dlrectcrl  to  the  iiuestlou. 

tlial  a  very  little  eirort  would  result  in  such  action 
by  Congress  as  would,  so  far  as  it  is  I'oncerned, 
remove  ail  ban iers  to  the  freest  eommercial  Inter- 
course with  I'aiiiiila.      That  this  act oiild  be 

helped  ferwani  by  some  expression  from  the 
Ciinadians  themselves  no  one  dmibts ;  and  It 
remains  for  Ciiinlian  farmers  lo  insist  that  tlii'lr 
representatives  in  I'arllaiiient  si Id  give  this  ex- 
pression of  wishes  shape  and  form.  In  taking  this 
step  the  farmers  would  vastly  iinpfove  tiieir  proa- 
rccts.  and  iiiakea  move  toward  increasing  the  value 
of  every  acre  of  laiiil.  and  every  article  of  pro.liice 
they  could  grow.
